MEMPHIS, Dec. 27 (#—Side- 
burned singer Elvis Presley today 
was granted a 60-day delay of 
his induction into the army, thus 
enabling him to complete a mov- 
ing picture for Paramount 
studios. 

The rock ‘n’ roll star’s defer- 
ment was voted unanimously by 
his draft board. He had been 
scheduled for induction Jan. 20. 

The board acted after receiving 
requests for the delay from both 
Paramount and the 22-year-old 
singer. Paramount said it stood 
to lose about $350,000 if Elvis 
doesn’t show up in Hollywood Jan. 
13 to start work on a movie. The 
studio said it already had spent 
that much in “preparatory in- 
vestments.” 

Presley requested the delay last 
week. He said he was ready to 
enter the army immediately but 
was asking the stay so Para- 
mount “will not lose so much 
money, with everything they have 
done so far.” 

Milton Bowers, chairman of. the 
singer’s draft board, said the de- 
cision would be sent to Presley 
by letter.

Soviets Promise Economic Boost 


To All Nations of Asia, Africa 


CAIRO, Egypt, Dec. 27 (®~—The 
Soviet Union opened a new of- 
fensive against the West today 
with a sweeping offer of economic 
aid to all Asians and Africans. 
The offer was accompanied by a 
suggestion they nationalize all 
foreign businesses. 

Posine as a big brother of all 
underdeve'oped nations, Soviet 
Russia presented the plan in an 
economic report to the African- 
Asian peoples’ conference. The 
meeting opened yesterday with a 
fanfare of attacks on ‘‘imperial- 
ism” and standard praise - for 
many Communist policies. 

About 400 delegates, many of 
them exiles, represent 38 countries 
and colonies. Although many are 
officials, the conference is on a 
nongovernmental level. 


Sharaf R. Rashidov, leader of 


the 27-man Soviet delegation, read 
the offer to bursts of applause. 

“We are prepared to help you 
as a brother helps brother, with- 
out motives,” he said. 

“Tell us what you need and we 
will help you and send, according 
tu our economic possibilities, mon- 
Rg in the form of loans or 
ai Vas 

He said Russia was able to 
“build for you institutions for in- 
dustry, education and, hospitals. 
We can send economists to you or 
“Ou can send economists to our 
country.” 

“We do not want any privileges 
for ourselves,” he said. “We do 
not ask you to join any blocs or 
change governments or change in- 
ternal or foreign policies.” 

On the other hand, he asserted,

ied by demands to join pacts, “‘in 
loss of independence, interference 
and an end to peaceful coexist- 
ence.” 


Rashidov, vice president of the 
Supreme Soviet Presidium said 
one of the best ways for under- 
deveioped countries to build their 
economies was to nationalize their 
industries and use the profits for 
industrial expansion. 

The experience of the Soviet 
Union and other Communist coun- 
tries, he said, had been that this 
was the “most rapid, effective 
policy and the least painful to the 
population.”

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Cairo Conference 


Beats Reds’ Drums 


The so-called “Afro-Asian Peoples’ 
Solidarity Conference,” now being held 
in Cairo with 400 nongovernment dele- 
gates from 39 Asian and African states, 
is an expression of the stepped-up drive 
mapped by Moscow to win the allegiance 
of the uncommitted regions of those two 
continents. 

Clearly the meeting is dominated by 
the Moscow anti-West theme. The recent 
Kremlin “peace manifesto” which out- 
lined a blueprint for Communist infiltra- 
tion of the Middle East and other areas 
thus far has appeared in all published 
reports of the conference. The delegates 
are opposed to all plans for Western se- 
curity and are goose-stepping to Khrush- 
chev’s demands for banning of nuclear 
weapons and disarmament on Soviet 
terms. 


Meanwhile, observers warn that it is 
only a beginning of a concentrated move 
to drive Western influence out of Asia 
and Africa and to extend the Communist 
revolution to the still independent coun- 
tries, especially in the Middle East and 
Near East. 


The United States seems more and 
more helpless to prevent these steady 
propaganda victories and _ infiltrations. 
Latest country to announce its intention 
to go shopping for arms in the Soviet 
Union is Indonesia, which says the 
United States has refused such arms. So 
while Moscow beats the drums for peace, 
it arms those countries which it hopes to 
pull into the Communist orbit. 


Friday the Soviet delegates offered 
large-scale “big brother” economic aid 
to all the countries needing it. They of- 
fered, without strings attached, aid to 
“build for you institutions for industry, 
education and hospitals.” 


“Tell us what you need,” they said, 
“and we will help you and send, accord- 
ing to our economic possibilities, money 
needed in the form of loans or aid.” It of- 
fered to send technicians, economists and 
other assistants while attacking U.S. 
policies as always resulting in “loss of 
independence, interference and an end to 
peaceful coexistence.” 

This country’s foreign policy, mean- 
while, continues its unimaginative and 
dull direction. Secretary of State Dulles 
flounders in a mire of moralizing lec- 
tures while Khrushchev takes full advan- 
tage of his weaknesses. The deceptive 
“peace” line from Moscow is being bought 
at face value while the U.S. position still 
is vague, uncertain and defensive.

Police Dept. Decision 
Should End the Matter 


The controversy about whether the 
city personnel board or the chief of po- 
lice should have final word about police 
promotions has been settled in favor of 
the chief. Mayor Hartsfield yesterday cast 
the vote that brought about a tie and left 
the situation in a status quo. 

Let us hope this ends the matter. It is 
unrealistic to expect a personnel board to 
be able to assess properly job perform- 
ance in the police department of more 
than 600 members. Only the chief and 
his top assistants have the necessary day- 
to-day contacts and experiences with 
members of the department to make such 
decisions. Paper assessments could not 
possibly determine the ability of individ- 
uals nor give the chief a necessary discip- 
linary power. 

The present police civil service system 
which. reserves authority for promotions 
to the chief has served well. And while 
we have supported the recommendations 
in general of the Institute of Public Ad- 
ministration to strengthen the police de- 
partment, this particular request would 
have tended to do the opposite.

Georgia Tech Program 
Limited by Facilities 


At a time when the demand for en- 
gineers, scientists and technicians was 
never greater and when the United States 
is faced with a challenge of technical and 
scientific superiority by the Soviet 
Union, such schools as Georgia Tech find 
they must turn down more and more ap- 
plicants for the freshman class each year. 

In his report for 1956-57, Dr. Paul 
Weber, former acting Tech president, 
points out that the school must expand its 
facilities very soon or it must turn down 
applicants for admission in ever-increas- 
ing numbers. The freshman class is now 
limited to 1,200 and must be held at that 
figure until additional facilities are avail- 
able. 

Urgently needed, says Dr. Weber, are 
a classroom building and a new electri- 
cal engineering building. He urges that 
m not be delayed in beginning these. 
- While Dr. Weber predicts an increased 
+ in the type of Georgia high school 
students qualified for 


technical education—there still will not 
be room for them. 


Facilities at Georgia Tech should be 
expanded as rapidly as possible. Mean- 
while, more attention also must be given 
to the type of training afforded at South- 
ern Tech and the junior college level to 
-meet the demand for more technicians 
in the state’s expanding industrial 
economy. 


With the cost of higher education still 
on the rise, it becomes increasingly diffi- 
cult to meet the bill adequately. But with 
the challenges which face us, we must 
find a way.

Georgia Businessmen 


Are Given the Word 


The Georgia State Chamber of Com- 
merce, in meetings held in 19 cities, hung 
some facts on the line which businessmen 
should ponder carefully. 


Executive Vice President Walter 
Cates correctly explained that the state is 
living up to the hilt on state revenue. 
Some trouble signs are looming on the 
horizon. The only ways to dodge them 
are through economy or collection of 
more revenue, or a combination of the 
two. 

State Auditor B. E. Thrasher Jr. warns 
that the state is now tapping the people 
for all the taxes they can stand, a con- 
tention which the publie will endorse 
wholeheartedly. 


So additional stress must be placed 
upon economy. Attention should be fo- 
cussed, as Mr. Cates suggested, upon 
adopting more of the money-saving ideas 
proposed by a study committee that the 
1955 Legislature created. 


Certain economies, too, must be ef- 
fected in the field of education. Mounting 
costs in this important field could be 
sliced considerably through adoption of 
district school plans and through state 
control of school buses. 

As for more revenue, the principal 
hope lies in providing further impetus 
to the industrial boom which Georgia has 
fanned so well in recent years. 

Businessmen will need to play key 
roles in both fields of endeavor—encour- 
aging economy in government and help- 
ing to bring new industries to the state. 

The State Chamber of Commerce de- 
livered its message well and it should 
draw an energetic response.

The jet-prop, that ingenious combina- 
tion of jet thrust and propeller pull, has 
written a new chapter in transatlantic 
crossing history. 

- A British Britannia jet-prop plane 
made its first scheduled round-trip flight 
this past weekend. The eastbound time 
was two hours less than the regular al- 
lotment for an Atlantic crossing. 

The jet or turbo-prop has been in use 
on the continents, Europe and America, 
for many months in the British-built Vis- 
count. The Britannia joins the fleet as 
a larger sister ship. 

The American aircraft industry is 
building the Lockheed Electra and other 
models in the jet-prop field. Soon they 
will be making aviation history.

Tifton Farmer Plows Into the Soil Bank 
Asa Tragic Example of Benson Bungling 


Tifton—I have written you be- 
fore on this subject but your 
readers do not seem to get the 
picture clearly. The whole matter 
boils down to this: The govern- 
ment is paying landlords more 
through the soil bank program 
not to plant crops on the land 
than the landlords would get if 
the land was planted in crops. 

It works like this. If a field will 
produce 500 lbs. of cotton per 
acre, the government is paying 
15 cents per pound to the land- 
lord not to plant this cotton or 
about 75 dollars per acre to let 
the land lie fallow. 


This leaves me and thousands 
of other tenant farmers with no 
place to work or go for a job. 
There is no mention of any pay- 
ment to the tenant for the use of 
his mules, tools, tractor or other 
things we need to farm with. 

The dodge most landlords are 
using to get by the tenant is that 
he has rented the farm to some- 
one else. 

This is one thing the present 
crowd in Washington has. done 
that will hurt this country more 
than all of the droughts and 
floods we have ever had put to- 
gether. This is a work stoppage. 
When people cannot work they 
become dissatisfied and dissatis- 
fied men will turn to crime. I 
contend that as long as people 
are going hungry and wearing 
rags, we are not overproducing 
but mismanaging.

Ike’s Agriculture Program 
Forces Farmers Off Soil 


Unless the national administration comes up soon with a real pro- 
gram for agriculture, the U.S. farmer may become as raré a sight as 
a gourd hanging by the well. Caught in the apparently unending eco- 
nomic squeeze of rising operating costs and dwindling income, U.S. 
farmers lave deserted the land in great numbers in the last 16 years. 


Since 1940 Americans engaged 
in agriculture have dropped from 
10,979,000 to 7,869,000, represent- 
ing a 28 per cent decline. 


Washington at the same time 
has been unable to put forward a 
program of genuine assistance to 
the farmer. Currently the Ejisen- 
hower administration, yee 
the lead of Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Ezra Taft Benson, is working 
at. cross-purposes, While it brings 
more land into production through 
its reclamation program, it takes 
acreage out of production with a 
soil bank plan. 

As a result, those. farmers who 
have not quit the tractor but pre- 
fer to remain with the soil are be- 
ing forced to take on extra non- 
farm work in an effort to make a 
living. 

This trend has reached a point 


— _—_ 
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until now over a third of the in- 
come of the nation’s farm opera- 
tors and their families is com- 
ing from sources entirely out- 
side of agriculture, reflecting a 
progressively lessening depend- 
ence on farming itself as the pre- 
dominant source of livelihood. 

In 1930 there were only about 
700,000 farm operators who 
worked 100 days or more off the 


. farm. Now the figure is approach- 


ing 1,500,000 who work that much 


-a year away from the farm. 


It is easy to see that unless 
Washington formulates a truly ef- 
fective agriculture program thou- 
sands of farmers who are now 
trying to do two jobs at the same 
time are likely to chuck the farm 
and join those millions of -erst- 
while farmers who have already 
put the mule in the barn for good.

; WASHINGTON—Secretary 6f Labor James P. 
Mitchell has moved into a key and strategic po- 
sition because of the unsettled domestic econ- 


omy, in which the Eisenhower administration will rely more heavily 


upon labor, 


both politically and economically. In view of defense 


emphasis the secretary will try to protect labor’s interests, especially 


in the field of social welfare. 

A strong temptation will be to 
curtail appropriations, even be- 
yond normal. Every year there is 
a battle in Congress for welfare 
programs, Fifty - three champions 
of education, for example, have 
been in a losing fight in Congress 
all through the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration 

But Secretary Mitchell has con- 
siderable prestige in a _ roving 
portfolio because of his continual 
contacts with our nation’s now 
big, merged, single union. His im- 
portance has increased with un- 
ion organization. He has become 
a sort of ambassador, in which 
role he speaks for labor with gov- 
ernment generally, even in gov- 
ernment fields with which he has 
no direct connection. 

Just now he has an intimate 
relationship due to circumstances.

I’ve never been 
quite able to make up my mind whether I had 
been the recipient of an honor—or was on the 
other end of that particular attention. 


Bill never failed to give us a top day’s hunt, 
but he looked after his birds, too. Lamar often 
accused him of favoring his bobwhites over his 
gunners. Lamar swears that after he’d killed a 
bird or two out of the covey rise and then 
watched the singles go down in open sedge, that 
both Bill and Andrew would hold up a hand and 
solemnly swear that every bird had flown the 
other way. We'd head in the direction Westcott 
had marked the singles down, but it wouldn’t 
do us any good. The remainder of the hunting 
team turned on the opposite course and we'd 


have to follow to find a brand new covey. 


Phil is sure the Kidd brothers get out and 
fly their quail coveys from swamp to .swamp 
before the season opens. He maintains that the 
Elmodel bobs are the strongest, fastest-flying 
birds in the country. 

*‘They’re tricky, too,” Phil declares. 

He thinks that Bill and Andrew have taught 
them to fly behind trees, 
of the dogs, in line with other hunters in the 
party, and even to zig-zag like a snipe when they 
are caught in the open. 

My own opinion is that they simply do not 
make shotgun shells as good as they were some 
20 years or more ago. The shot patterns are 
full of holes and a bobwhite flies right through 
them. Especially the Kidd quail. But even my 
poor shooting doesn’t dim the pleasure of the 
day when we hunt at Elmodel.

Jobs Helpful 


Most teen-agers who wrote to the Young Ideas 
editor this week believe that after-school jobs are help- 
ful to the average student if studies are kept up. Most 
practical, of course, is the money the working students 


earn for themselves. 


A few writers think part-time | 


jobs hurt grades. These students 
said that small jobs now, by cut- 
ting down time for study, might 
keep the workers from getting 
good jobs later in life. 

Here is the winning letter that 
Carolyn Barwick, 14-year-old 
ninth-grader from Bainbridge, 
wrote this week: 

I think after-school jobs are 
good training for the average 
student, if you make good 
grades and can work without 
forgetting you have studying to 
do. They also give you the ex- 
perience you need to meet the 
public. 

If your grades are low, I! 
think it would be best to pull 
up the grades and then get a 
job. But keep the grades up as 
high as possible. 

Some advantages of working 
are that you get experience, | 
you make your own money so | 
you can do things and have | 
things you couldn’t have other- 
wise. By proving you can do a 
job, you have encouragement 
to always do better. 


Some disadvantages are that 


you don’t have too much spare 
time to spend with your friends, 
as you have to study at night. 
I think it is wonderful that 
grown-ups have enough confi- | 
dence in teen-agers to give 
them jobs after school. I and 
other teen-agers appreciate 
their encouragement a lot.

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Aroused Women to Fight 


For New Literature Law 


By BETTY CARROLLTON 

The Georgia Federation of 
Women’s Club believes aroused 
public opinion would guarantee 
enforcement of the law dealing 


‘with the problem of obscene 


literature. 

During the 1958 session of the 
General Assembly, which con- 
venes next month, a revised 
bill of the existing law will be 
presented. This bill has the 
support of the Georgia Federa- 
tion, as well as numerous other 
organizations. 

The bill will recommend the 
type of prosecution and will 
provide for negotiation with dis- 
tributors of magazines and oth- 
er literature in ‘cooperative 
fashion to work out solutions to 
their problems.” 

EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR 

It will also ask for an appro- 
priation to aid in continuing 
work of the commission on a 
full-time basis under the direc- 
tion of a salaried executive di- 
rector. There would be a per- 
manent office with a secretary 
on duty at all times to receive 
calls concerning publications. 

“The Literature Commission 
deserves our wholehearted sup- 
port,’” said Mrs. R. E. Dunn, a 
member of the federation’s leg- 
islative committee. 

Other measures to be sgup- 
ported by the clubwomen at the 
General Assembly include: ade- 
quate appropriations for the 
State Archives Building to pre- 
serve valuable state and coun- 
ty records; adequate appropri- 
ations for civil defense; estab- 
lishment of a cultural and edu- 
cational center on Jekyll Island 
to be jointly administered by 
the Jekyll Island Authority and 
Board of Regents of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, and a plan to 
control and regulate foster 
homes for children.

Commenting on some of the 
bills, Mrs. George Doughtie, a 
member of the federation’s leg- 
islative committee, pinpointed 
some of the objectives. 

“County archives are sadly 
cecaying in the courthouses of 
Georgia,”’ she said, “because of 
lack of storage space. A com- 
plete study of this situation is 
being conducted by a capable 
committee, headed by Secretary 
of State Ben Fortson.”’ 

As a result of the committee’s 
findings, she added, a bill in- 
troduced will recommend a new 
archives building with facilities 
and space for assorting, arrang- 


ing and preserving valuable 
records. 
Mrs. Dunn explained that a 


complete study is being made 
in the state regarding ‘‘our 
security and the problem we 
would encounter now in case 
of enemy attack.”’ She said in 
the event evacuation was neces- 
sary, “it would be impossible 
to direct such an operation from 
one office.”’ 

DISTRICT DIRECTORS 

For efficiency, the state will 
have to be divided into areas 
with district directors, she 
stated. 

“This will involve heavier ex- 
penditures and require addi- 
tional appropriations,”’ she said, 
adding that a bill will be intro- 
duced to meet these needs.
